Navy Athletic News 

The following information was received by despatch on 3 
June, 1928, from the Pacific Coast Communication Officer: 

"Thirty teams in their athletic competition with the Army 
today proved a sad disappointment by losing both the baseball 
game and the track meet to their traditional foes. In the base- 
ball game the Navy outhit the Army eleven hits to eight, never- 
theless they were beaten by the score of nine to six. The de- 
feat was mainly caused by poor fielding and an inability for 
the Navy to use its chances, twelve men being left on base. 
The runs of both teams were pretty well scattered, neither side 
making more than two runs in any inning. Each team had 
its big chance to score heavily. Array's chance came in the 
ninth inning when Linquist singled, Bauer's error put Schepp 
on second and Linquist on third after which Schepp was put 
out for interference on running to third after Zimmerman sin- 
gled. However, this did not stop the scoring, since Belon fol- 
lowed with a single, Flood was hit by pitcher and McNamara 
got another single. These three were left on base when the 
following two were put out. The Navy used four pitchers in 
an attempt to stem the Army's, batting but Wilson showed 
little improvement over his previous performance and the 
other three were little better. 

"The track meet that wa3 held in the morning was also car- 
ried off by the Army to the tune of eighty-four and one half to 
forty one and one half. The Navy fared best in the track events 
where it scored thirty-three points to the Army's thirty nine, 
however, it was completely outclassed in the field where it only 
scored eight and one half points to forty five and one half points 
for the Army. In the quarter mile, which was the best race 
of the meet, McNerney of the Army who was in third place 
caught up to and passed two Navy men to win by a hairs 
breath . 

"The only bright feature of the day was the receipt of the 
news of the LaCrosse game with the Army in which the two 
teams, after finishing the half with the count of one goal each 
battled to three three which an extra period failed to break, the 
final result after ten minutes of extra play being four to four.

Claims Speed Record 

The fastest cruisers on the seas are claimed by the French 
navy. A speed of 36.3 knots was clipped off recently by the 
Tourville, whose engines developed 132,000 horsepower. Only 
a short time before, the cruiser Duquesne had steamed at 35.2. 
French records reveal no such speed having been attained by 
foreign cruisers. 

The two record-makers will participate in the great naval 
review before President Doumergue at Havre about the end of 
June. The cruisers are of the 10,000 ton class. 



To be Modernized 

Two more battleships will be modernized, as the Naval Com- 
mittee has approved the bill for modernization of the Pennsyl- 
vania and Arizona. This will be four of the Western fleet to 
undergo the process of "blisters," strengthening upper decks 
against air attacks and removir g certain obstructions on the 
superstructure decks. The Oklahoma and Nevada, two older 
vessels, which now are in East Coast Navy Yards, are to join 
the fleet when the Pennsylvania goes to navy yards. Turret guns 
of all vessels will be elevated, modern fire-control systems, in- 
stallation of 5-inch anti-aircraft guns, new boilers and perhaps 
tripod masts, as seen on the New York and Texas, will be a 
part of the modernization program for the four ships mentioned. 
As the Senate must pass on the proposed modernization and 
money appropriated for the work, it is a matter of speculation 
as to when the ships will be drawn to navy yards. The Penn- 
sylvania was first commissioned June 12, 1916, and the Arizona 
on October 17, 1916.

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Where Genuine Damascene is Made 

In the service man's hunt for antiques and curious while 
touring the Orient, Damascene ware is one of the most attrac- 
tive articles he finds. 

Genuine damascene is made in Kyoto, Japan, in a place 
called "Ohayo" pronounced "Ohio" the Japanese term for 
"good morning." 

On entering the work room of Ohaya's shop you will find him 
sitting cross-legged before a low bench covered with chisels, 
hammers and balls of gold thread. All genuine damascene 
must go through in my processses before it is ready for market- 
ing. Steel is the usual foundation for the articles, although 
silver and gold are occasionally employed. 

A design is first drawn on a piece of tissue paper and placed 
over the metal surface. It is then traced with a fine chisel into 
the metal and removed. The outlines thus copied are under- 
cut four times crosswise, and four times diagonally, to form 
something like a silken texture. Into the minute grooves these 
gold threads, almost as fine as cobwebs, are hammered into the 
intricate pattern almost invisible to the eyes. A deer horn 
hammer is used to smooth the surface and tap down any rough 
edges of the gold thread. 

The articles are then put into a cabinet and made to corrode 
by the use of nitrate acid which is later removed with hot soda 
water. When quite dry, they are washed twice in thin salt 
water and baked over a fire. Eight or nine times a day for 
periods of five days in summer and seven days in winter, these 
articles are washed and baked until all the rust in the steel has 
been conducted out completely. 1 he clean surfaces are then 
dipped into thick mud of red clay and baked again over hot 
fire and the process repeated from fifty to 100 times. 

The next step is to coat the surface with charcoal powder and 
oil, bake over a fire and repeat from ten to twenty times, ad- 
ding more chorcoal and oil in each instance. The black powder 
is cleaned from the article with a small piece of cryptomeria 
wood, and a steel rod is used to rub the surface to a polish. 
The last step is to add some fine carvings to any part of the in- 
lay where it is necessary, and in the case of tourists it can be 
their monograms or names. 

The shop contains showcases of beautiful Damascene boxes, 
cufflinks, screens, pins, powder jars and others things of in- 
terest

The Seven Seas 
are counted by taking each of the oceans, dividing the Atlantic 
and the Pacific into two, the North and the South Atlantic and 
Pacific. That makes the Seven Seas and includes most of the 
salt water of the world.
